BORAH SCENTS HUM BUG. 
It was to 
be 
expected 
that 
Senator 
Borah, a foreboding Cassandra from the 
beginning, should publicly take notice of 
the fact that so far only the United States 
has ratified 
the Washington 
conference 
treaties. 
He says: “After we ratified the 
treaties they passed into the pigeonholes of 
the foreign nations and 
have never been 
heard from since. 
Neither France, Great 
Britain nor Italy has seen fit to take up 
these treaties even for consideration.” The 
senator from Idaho does not say that these 
nations came smiling to Washington merely 
to please the United. States, government, 
tBajt they agreed, signed, and went home 
and then cynically 
pigeonholed 
treaties 
which they cared nothing about, but this 
is precisely the suspicion that seems to be 
disturbing him. 
And though such suspic­ 
ion may be altogether without basis, the 
tardiness of the nation to act in a matter 
so imp or 
nt does suggest a more or less 
{¿different attitude. Speaking specifically 
of the submarine and noxious gases agree­ 
ment Senator Borah says: 
I‘"MWhen this treaty 
was put out there 
were some people, including myself, who 
had doubt as to the good faith behind it, a 
doubt one does not like to entertain but 
which one is compelled 
to 
entertain be­ 
cause of the glaring facts which stare you 
in The face. 
. 
. . 
If submarines must 
be used as provided in this treaty they have 
been rendered largely ineffective in mod­ 
em warfare of the sea.” 
If that is so, it should have been made 


clear in the conference; if it is not so, Sena­ 
tor Borah 
should 
be 
authoritatively set 
right. 
There is also need of a satisfactory 
answer to his charge of “sham” against 
the noxious gases part of the treaty on the 
ground that the signatory powers, includ­ 
ing the United States, have gone straight 
on with chemical experiments to produce 
deadly compounds and are now training 
men in the use of them. 


AS TO SOUL SURVIVAL. 
Camille Flammarion’s discussion of the 
survival of the soul after death is more in­ 
teresting than Conan Doyle’s, not only be­ 
cause the Frenchman is a widely known as­ 
tronomer but because what he says is more 
invididual or original. Conan Doyle merely 
talks about alleged 
communications with 
spirits through 
mediums, 
occasionally 
bringing out a Swedenborgian idea of the 
future life without giving credit to its au­ 
thor. 
There is one idea of Swedenborg in 
the cabled report of FlammarioiTs remarks, 
that only the gross or lower orders of 
spirits have any desire for and seek com­ 
munication with this world, an idea that 
might help to explain why their communi­ 
cations, or alleged communications, 
con­ 
tain nothing but 
futilities, 
trivialties or 
cheap platitudes. 
But the French astronomer and psychic 
explorer stands on his own feet when he 
says that, although he has “proved” that 
the soul survives the decomposition of the 
body, and that it continues to exist at least 
for some time, he is not sure of its real im­ 
mortality. 
This idea of an existence for 
souls after death that may be only tempor­ 
ary calls to mind the opinion expressed by 
some writer in the past that there is im­ 
mortality only for “selected souls,” the 
more worthy who are capable of continu­ 
ing 
development 
toward 
perfection 
throughout eternity, which is of course a 
modified acceptance of the idea of heaven 
accompanied by rejection of the idea of 
hell. The notable feature of Flammarion’s 
utterance is its claim of certain knowledge. 
When a scientist claims that he has proved 
the survival of the soul after death in a 
hundred cases, he commands attention if 
he does not carry conviction. 


BRIEF COMMENT. 
The unexpected does not happen some­ 
times. 
For example, Ireland has chosen a 
blue flag and left it to Egypt to adopt one 
of green.

York boasts that he is now in poss/ssion of 
one million bottles and ten thousand bar­ 
rels of confiscated liquor.

Perhaps

his eagerness to get a chance to work po­ 
litical reform in his state. 
In any case the 
accounts indicate that plenty of reform is 
needed. 


A prominent English clergyman suggests 
fining non-churchgoers as a means of rais­ 
ing revenue 
and figures that it would 
bring in no less than $400,000,000 a year. 
Such a tax in America would 
doubtless 
bring in even a larger returns, but our reve­ 
nue-chasing congress is likely to pass the 
suggestion by with a smile and a sigh. 


Senator Pepper unexpectedly describes 
the senate as a body made up of “ambas­ 
sadors from each of the sovereign states.” 
That is precisely what Fisher Ames said in 
order to allay the fear that in ratifying the 
Constitution of 1787 and joining the Union 
Massachusetts would lose or impair its sov­ 
ereignty. 
There was point in the charac­ 
terization 135 years ago, but where is state 
sovereignty now? 


The report that 
cock-fighting has be­ 
come a popular pastime in New England 
is not as startling as it sounds. 
As late as 
1770 Rhode Island alone had 150 ships in 
the slave trade, and even after the Puri­ 
tans fell on their knees on landing they 
promptly got up and fell on the aborigines. 
The New England conscience has always 
known how to adapt itself. 


The New York Times thinks that “what 
the senate really needs is not a rule to close 
debating but to regulate fighting. * 
The 
suggestion is made with “Pummeling Por­

Thus a man was in­ 
vested w'ith the enormous prestige 
and influence of chief justice by 
presidential apointment, 
who 
had 
been repudiated by the voters of the 
United States on his record. No one 
w'ill contend that 
he 
could 
have 
been elected chief justice by vote of 
the people. 
And yet Chief Justice 
Taft w'rote the opinion that annulled 
the child labor law; he wrote 
the 
opinion in the Coronado coal case. 
In making this observation, I level 
no criticis at the personnel of the 
court. I am dealing with fundamen­ 
tals." 
It cannot be denied that “we are 
ruled by a judicial oligarchy," the

This was decided today by the court 
which has been hearing the suit 
brought by Madam Roiffe, widow of 
the nephew of Maquet. 
Maquet had by contract abandoned 
his rights up to 1908, the court found, 
and since during his life time Maquet 
waived the right to sign works writ­ 
ten with Dumas, their publication 
may continue over Dumas’ name, it 
was ruled. 
It appears that Maquet sold his 
rights in 1S46 to Dumas for the sum 
of 145,000 francs, but as Dumas, on 
account of the collapse of the histori­ 
cal theatre, was only able to pay part 
of the money Maquet sued to recover. 
The suit was lost although the colla* 
boration was recognized. 
The point made in the present suit 
was that as the law relating to the 
duration of literary ownership of au­
